The University requires all 
students, whether regular, limitell 
or partial, and whether under- 
graduate or graduate, to present 
themselves for examination by 
tlie University Health Service as 
follows : 

First-year and New Students 

In his or her first year as a 
member of any faculty, every stu- 
dent must present himself or her- 
self for a general clinical cxamin- . 
ation and routine laboratory tests. 
Those who fail to comply with 
this regulation by December 1 
will be subject to a fine of $25. 
Students who fail to comply by 
December 15 will be suspended 
from the University. 

Other Students 

Every student who has been in 
continuous attendance must be 
re-examined in his or her sixth 
year at the University.

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School boards lacking 

Several years ago, the Education Com- 
mittee ran an extensive survey on iha 
problems of college education. One of the 
principal results was a strong indication 
that most high school students come to 
university with virtually no idea of what 
to expect or how to react. 

Part of this is due to the early age at 
which Quebec students enter university; 
only changes in the educational system can 
alter this. The Education Committee at 
McGill, however, decided to do what It 



could to alleviate on inherently difficult 
situation. 

The first step wa« the Initiation, In co- 
operation with this newspaper, of a special 
"High School Daily". This has been well 
received. 

The second step It the undertaking of a 
tutorial system for high school students with 
academic difficulties. The aim is laudable, 
as Is the manner In which the Education 
Committee has approached the pro|ect. 

If the program Indicates any deficiencies, 
they are within the high school system. It 
would be unrealistic to claim that academic 



difficultlei ihouW not arise with proper 
Instruction. It may even be unrealistic, ol- 
though to a lesser degree, to say that extra 
Instruction should come from the regular 
high school teaching staff; we are continual- 
ly told of the time spent in supervising lunch 
hours, marking an'd coaching football. But 
there Is no excuse for the total lack of 
initiative on the part of the school boards 
to alleviate the problems within their, 
schools. 

The program currently underway at Mc- 
Gili was developed entirely on the initiative 
of the Education Committee. The "tutor", as 
it were, approached the "overworked" 
teacher and asked if he could help. One is 
inclined to think that only then did the 
teacher realize there was a problem. What 
other conclusion can be drawn from the 
lack of action on the part of the school 
boards? 

The universities have a great stake in the 
quality of high school education, but we 
are on the wrong track if we look to them 
for the quality of both university and high 
school education. It's about time the high 
schools took full heed of the responsibilities 
owed their students. 



MARK LANE: 



Crackpoî, Liar and Opportunist? 

Mark lane is a New York attorney who in the last six or seven months has become the 
chief defender of lee Harvey Oswald, alleged assassin of President Kennedy on November 22, 
1963. 

For his troubles, lane has been vilified by many either as an out-and-out crackpot who 
doesn't know when to quit, or as on astute opportunist who seized on the assassination to gain 
fame and fortune for himself. As a columnist In the Cornell Daily Sun phrased It after Lqne 
lectured here, "at least Vaughn Meader capitalized on a living person." 



Unrortunatcly neither of 
{\\csc descriptions squares at all 
with (he impression Lane gives 
in trying to convince an audi- 
ence of the truth of what he 
says, lie is a showman only in 
the .sense that a good trial law- 
yer Is a showman in prcsenling 
his case to the jury, lie docs not 
dc-il in theorizing, or in\,spccula- 
lion; unlike other attackers of 
Die Warren Report, he has no 
p:il explanations of his own as 
lo who shot Kennedy, and why . 
the Warren . Commission did 
suih il thorough cover-up job. 

All M.nrk I^ine has is a caln- 
lot;uc of fads that effcclivuly 
rip the Warren Report lo 
shreds, and leave the case as 
wide-open as" It was seconds af- 
ter the President ;Was killed that 
Friday afternoon in' Dallas. 

I do not propose to go into 
the actual evidence that Lane 
presented; suffice- to say that 
during the course of his lecture 
I noted down more than twenty 
serious omissions, or .'downright 
errors and impossibilltics iiiUhe 
Warren Report. For many of 
these. Lane had documented evi- 
dence in terms of affidavits, 
tape recordings, photostats, and 
ncw.spapcr reports. Several 
Qtlicrs are internally verifiable 
in the Commission's report it- 

fiir. 

The only alternative In believ- 
ing nnic'li, if not all, of what 
Mark Lane says, is to call him 
a linr, to accu.'^e him of forging 
rnoii^h ducuinents and fabricat- 
ing enough evidence to deliver 
a three hour lecture and then 
answer (|ucstlons from the audi- 
ence without ever getting caught 
in an inconsistciuy or an error 
of fact. After hearing Lane 
spc.ik, and after reading other 
criliis (if the Heport and parts 
of llie lîeport itself, I find this 
.'iliiio.'^t liupossiblc lo believe. 
And ye( the implications of wluit 
Lane snys are so frightening 
that, irrational as it may be, 1 



am almost tempted to accept the 
Report and forget the whole 
thing. 

For if what Mark I.ane says 
is true, then the impeachment 
of Earl Warren, long a goal of 
the John Birch Society, becomes 
unnecessary — the Chief Justice 
would liavc to resign. Lane's 
evidence seriously implicates 
Ihc PHI and the Secret Service, 
and unquestionably major 
sh.'ike-ups would be in order in 
both those organizations. In ad- 
dition, llicre are the scores of 
other law enforcement officers 
and government officials, ex- 
tending who knows how high 
into tlie upper echelons, who 
must have known of the insi- 
dious plot before or after the 
fact, in the murder of their 
President. 

All this is of course pure 
speculation on my part, and it 
bordcr.1 on the incredible. 
Nevertheless, if any significant 
part of Lane's evidence is true, 
such thoughts must seriously be 
entertained. As one Corncllian 
despairingly remarked after 
llstehine to the lecture, "this Is 
almost enough to make me vote 
for Goldwater." 

One can sympathize with his 
dilemma. He has the choice lie. 
tween a champion of the right, 
who spouts what many consider 
to be utter nonsense (and let it 
not be forgotten that Dallas is 
so well-known for its right-wing 
extremism that it. came as 'a 
shock that a Communist sym- 
pathizer had killed the Presi- 
dent); and on the other hand, a 
man whose administration has 
been tinged with scandal and 
which now seems- implicated in 
the worst piece of dishonesty in 
American political history. 

As yet, L.ane and others like 
him have not made enough of 
an impact that ideas such us 
these arc held by many Americ- 
iiDs. But at the very least he has 
demonstrated that tlie case is 



far from closed, and that the 
Warren' Report, instead of be- 
ing the conclusive answer, is 
just another big question mark 
in the tragia and mysteriotis 
slaying of the President one . 
year ago.
